It was believed to have been the 


worst coal mine disaster in Arkan- 
sas since 10 miners perished in an 
explosion at Bates, south of here, 
in 1940. 


Greenwood is 20 miles south of 


Fort Smith. Ark., and near the Ar- 
kansas-Oklahoma border.

As they moved down the slope, 


they.found the bodies of Joe Wil- 
liams and Denne. The hot atter- 
damp gas halted them, and they 
had

Farther along, the bodies of Win- 
ters, Morelock and Fish were dis- 
covered, -The last bodies, those of 
tne Grilc brothers, were recovered 
near the end of the tunnel. 


The bodies of Denne, 
Williams, 


Morelcck and Fish were taken to 
a funeral home here; the 
other 
bodies to Fort Smith. 


As word of the disaster spread 


a crowd gathered at the mine en- 
trance, and the highway, nearby 
was jammed with cars. There was 
no demonstration 
as 
tight-lipped 
miners brought out the bodies of 
the victims.

The Portable Lung will 
be kept at the Fire Station in- Hope 
for use 24 hours out of every day. 


The Portable Iron Lung, though 


comparatively new, on the'civilian 
market, proved its 
effectiveness 


during World War II when it was 
used by the Army Air Forces to 
transport stricken men back to 
the States. Not only does it work 
with the efficiency of the "boiler" 
type lung found in most large 
metropolitan hospitals, 
but 
the

Says Truman 
Will Back Up 
on Rights Issue

Washington, Feb. 9— (UP>— One 


of President Truman's principal 
advisrs predicted today that 
the 


administration would back down 
a bit on civil rights in .an effort to 
appease protesting Southerners. 
. There was no White House con- 
firmation. 
This 
congres s i 6 nal 
source suggested 
the 
president 


might restate his civil rights pro- 
gram-to eliminate a request of 
relegislation to prohibit racial dis- 
crimination on railroads and ohter 
forms of interstate transportation. 
The proposals 
for 
anti-lynching 
anti-poll tax and fair employment 
legislation would remain. 


White .House conference with pro- 
testing Southerners have 
been 


forecast as a likely development 
of the uproar 
which developed 
around last wek's civil rights mes- 
sage. 


Other usually well informed per- 
sons held that Mr. Truman would 
be in "serious election-year trouble 
if any part of his racial poll tax 
or anti-lynching 
legislation were 


enacted. His chance of avoiding 
Southern rebellion aganst his re- 
election may ultimately depend on 
the Senate's ablity to filibuster the 
progrm until it is quite dead.

Chicago grain prices recovered 
somewhat, with the exception of 
soybeans and corn for delivery in 
May which was a nickel a bushel 
lower. Wheat prices 
at Chicago 
ranged from 2 to 5 cents higher. 
Minneapolis and Kansas city prices 
followed the trend.
